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Hail Mr. Rush 
Farewell To Mr. Gatlin 

Our new professor, Mr. John I). 
Rush, creates quite a new and inter¬ 
esting and altogether distinct figure 
on our Campus. We’ve had so much 
this year, with our new chemistry 
teacher and changes here with this 
and that. And now, right here in the 
middle of the year we have another 
new professor. His name is John D. 
Rush. 

Mr. Rush was very gracious in 
granting me an interview, and we had 
a very pleasant conversation. He was 
horn. I learned, near Camden, South 
Carolina, and attended a grammar 
school out in the county from there. 
He went to high school there in Cam¬ 
den and from there to Clemson Col¬ 
lege in Clemson, South Carolina. 
There he received his B. S. degree and 
majored in agronomy and minored in 
animal husbandry. He later receiv¬ 
ed his M. A. degree at our own Uni¬ 
versity of Tennessee in Knoxville, 
where he majored in Agricultural 
Economics. 

Inmmediately after leaving Clem¬ 
son College, however he taught three 
years in high school two of vocational 
agriculture and one year he was prin. 
cipal of a high school. 

For approximately ton years, Mr. 
Rush said, he was in the newspaper 
business, rifcd this, of course made 
me sit up with a new interest in my 
eyes and all sorts of questions come 
tumbling from my lips for this news¬ 
paper business is something which 
has me facinated. He said in answer 
to my inquries that he had been in 
the newspaper business in almost 
every phase of it. He began as a re¬ 
porter, w’orked up to the advertising 
business, and then did some editorial 
writing for some of the smaller pa¬ 
pers. His principal newspaper work 
was out in Spartanburg, S. C. on 
the newspaper there. 

Aftqr his expellees {in journal¬ 
ism, he again taught vocational agri¬ 
culture for a year, and then went to 
Knoxville in January 1931. Since 
October, 1940, up until February 1, 
he was associated with the experi¬ 
ment station of the University, co¬ 
operating with Bureau of Agricultur¬ 
al Economics. There he aided and was 
associated in the land use planning 
studies. 

And afterwards he came here. So 
that brings us up to date. 

Hobbies? Oh yes, and very inter¬ 
esting ones, too. He has made a spec_ 
ialty of collecting Indian artifacts. 
He estimates that he has around 100 
pieces, such as arrow heads, toma¬ 
hawks, Indian pottery, and the like. 
Another hobby of his is in Astronomy. 
He does not use the telescopes, but 
his main study here is to recognize 
the constellations and to organize 
those recognized with the human eye 
alone. 

He is fond of food, he readily ad¬ 
mits but says he is especially inter¬ 
ested in Economic Geography and al¬ 
so likes to play golf. But this Econo¬ 
mics Geography—this is an “especial 
specialty” of his. Every opportunity 
he has ever had. he says, he has ad¬ 
vantage of to explore new types of 
land and to see new ways of farming 
There is a sort of relationship, he ex¬ 
plained about how land is related to 
the plants and how both relate to the 
individual. It is very interesting. Mr. 
Rush said, to notice the variations in 
land such as the rolling lands of East 
Tennessee, its plants, and its individ¬ 
uals, and the smoother, flat lands of 
West Tennessee, its plants and its 
people. 

This is one of the reasons why he 
was so interested is coming here to 
us at Martin, to again take advant¬ 
age of what he figured, was another 
opportunity to study agricultural 
conditions in different kinds of soil 
and under different types of farming 
methods. It is to him. an opportunity 
to learn what people here are doing 
■with their resources and to provide 
him with additional information 
about farming problems. 

Mr. Rush is very ambition*;. He 
hopes to make a real contribution to 
!a#rKulti|re in the South where he 
knows most about it. The more he 
knows about people and the eondi_ 
tions under which they work, the bet¬ 
ter opportunity, he feels, he will have 
to give good service. 

Here, he says, he thinks the attitude 
of the students toward their work is 
very fine, and this of course, consti¬ 
tutes the basis for an excellent type 
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Dear Miss Goodwin:

But when he got his 
speech out of his system there was a 
different atmosphere in the group; 
and the next meeting there was real 
opposition to the situation. In the 
end educational matters have suffered 
far less than under the original pro¬ 
gram. Mr. Phillips felt sure. 

Mr. Phillips attended as a delegate 
of the Junior College. Paul Meek, ex¬ 
ecutive officer, was in attendance at 
the same meeting; and Prof. B. F. 
Farrar also went along as an alter¬ 
nate.

Miss Swindler Attends 
Meeting Of Tennessee 
Dietetic Association 

Miss Nina Swindler of the Home 
Economic staff represented the Jun¬ 
ior College at the meeting of the Ten¬ 
nessee Dietetic Association in Mem¬ 
phis last Saturday. The meeting op¬ 
ened on Friday. February 7, with 
registration visiting of the commer. 
cial exhibits, and an evening session 
with Dr. Paul Gibson army Surgeon, 
and Dr. Ralph Mitchell of the Ma¬ 
rine Hospital as speakers. 

The importance of nutrition in na¬ 
tional defense was one of the princi¬ 
pal topics of discussion at the meet¬ 
ing. Others were related to nutrition 
in the state of Tennessee, new food 
trends and various subjects of inter¬ 
est to nutritionists. In a discussion, 
“Nutrition Work in Tennessee,’’ Miss 
Bernice Hopper, Tennessee state 
nutritionist, State Department of 
Health, made observations on diet 
tendencies in the state. She described 
as danger signals diets deficient in 
whole grains, milk, butter, fresh 
vegetables and fruit, lean meat, eggs, 
and other protective foods. She 
pointed out too, that white flour and 
bolted meal are used almost exclus¬ 
ively and that the milk supply of the 
state is entirely inadequate. One in¬ 
spiring sign however is the growth of 
the hot lunch program for school 
children. Miss Hopper explained that 
Tennessee leads the nation in its 
school lunch, gardening and canning 
program, with 1575 schools having a 
W. P. A. hot lunch program. 

During the Saturday session, Miss 
Sybil Smith of the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture spoke to the associa¬ 
tion concerning the new “enriched” 
flour soon to be on the market. This 
product will help offset the Vitamin 
B-l deficiency which is the most pro. 
nounced deficiency in the American 
diet. Three of the B Vitamins—thia¬ 
min, rioflavin, and nicotine acid—and 
a small amount of iron will be added 
to “enrich” the flour. 

Miss Jane Smith, dietician at 
Campbell’s Clinic, was elected presi¬ 
dent of the association for the com¬ 
ing year. Miss Mary P. Wilson of the 
Home Economics Department of 
George Peabody College is the re¬ 
tiring president. The meeting closed 
with the annual banquet on Saturday 
night. Judge Camille Kelley of the 
Memphis Juvenile Court spoke. 

Miss Swindler reported that “the 
meeting was very interesting’’ and “I 
thoroughly enjoyed it.”

Seven Persons Injured In 
Wreck Sunday Night 


Sunday night, February 2, 1941, 

about 7:30, an /automobile accident 
occurred on highway 45E at the 
South city limits of Martin, which in¬ 
volved two automobiles and seven per¬ 
sons. 

The first car, driven by Douglas 
Jackson, was coming to Twin Chim¬ 
ney Service Station while towing a 
second car, driven by Paul Moon, 
several feet behind. The third car, 
driven by Lucien Long, Jr., as going 
South on Highway 45E. The first car 
turned in front of Lucien. Lucien, not 
seeing the chain which linked the two 
cars, thought the second car had stop, 
ed to let him pass. But just as Lucien 
started by, the first car pulled the 
second car into the path of Lucien’s 
car and a head-on collision resulted. 

The injured were: Lucien Long, Jr., 
driver of third car, who suffered se¬ 
vere head injuries. Wilma Jean Par¬ 
rish, arm and both jaw bones broken, 
head injuries with fractured skull. 
Joe Herbert Waggener, suffered head 
injuries and cuts on his hands. 

In the second car were Paul Moon 
who suffered cuts about the forehead, 
Bomar Cavin was seriously cut about 
the face and head. Sue Simpson, suf¬ 
fered cuts and bruises. Jane Pente¬ 
cost suffered only slight injuries. 

From our own midst comes a hero 
in the parson /»f William “Cactus” 
Vincent. "Cactus’’ was passing by at 
the time of the accident and rescued 
two victims, Sue Simpson and Bomar 
Cavin. From the overturned car, and 
carried them to the hospital. 

All victims are expected to recover 
except Miss Wilma Jean Parrish, who 
is in a very serious condition in 
Campbell’s Clinic in Memphis.
